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Na where local government stands higher in 
the public estimation than probably in any other 
country, it is

civic activities. It cannot be that we are ing in 

that ee is perhaps the chief inspi 

of public , and can only be that Phas eR 

ment of local government in this country has been 

slow, gradual, and, in common with many other national 
characteristics, cut from no particular pattern. 

Public economy has had much to do with this state of 
affairs, and those who have held the purse strings have 
hesitated to commit their constituents to a heavy 
expense upon which no apparent return, in a commercial 
sense, can be anticipated; in fact, such ventures 
frequently involve an increase in the yearly costs of 
the community. In the pre-War generations, this frugal 
spirit was particularly typical of the town councillor, 
who put retrenchment at the forefront of his programme. 
In more recent years there has been a distinct change of 
heart in such matters, arising from causes some of which, 
at any rate, are acknowledged as progressive, though 
some elements are of less virtue. 

The speeding up of our ways of living, and the lower 
proportion of leisured with ample time on their 
hands to devote to public affairs, has brought about a 
change in the average type of local government member- 
ship. The busiest men are generally also those most 
interested in good and economic government, par- 
ticularly in its incidence upon the rates, and the type 
of man who has, or makes, leisure to attend to local 
government is more of an idealist, and, at his best, 
interested in affairs for the good of the public at large. 
At his worst, he may be one who finds self-importance 
its own reward. 

_ There are, however, other influences tending towards 
a more lavish spending of public funds. We are passing 
through a period of very cheap money, and at no other 
time could a loan be obtained at an annual cost to the 
rates of so low an amount. Opportunities such as these 
come and go, and it is obviously natural that such 
conditions create a stimulus to public enterprise. The 
mere fact that money is cheap indicates a superfluity 
of funds idling their usefulness away unless they are 
put to a constructive purpose. 

Again, the whole question of economy has come under 
review in the light of recent economic difficulties which 
the whole world has experienced. Thrift, in its best 
sense, will remain a cardinal virtue, but much that went 
under the name of thrift is now recognised as hoarding, 
and contrary to the real interests of the community. 
Anything which can set on foot commercial activity 
in any substantial form must not be lightly turned 
aside at the behest of short-term accounting. The 
fact that prosperous ratepayers can more easily pay 
high rates than can poor ratepayers pay low ones is an 
influence to which more attention is paid than has been 
formerly the case. 

At a time when schemes for Civic Centres are under 
consideration, as at present, we may do well to consider 
such projects in the light of these reflections. The 
Newport scheme is at present at the competitive stage, 
and there are other projects which are likely to mature 
within the next few years. 

In any com equipped town, there are a number 
i necessary for its proper existence 
according to present standards, and in many cases 
these buildings are seattered about the town. Municipal 
offices, assembly halls, public libraries, town museums, 
art and technical schools and similar buildings represent 
the class of establishment we have in mind. Most of 


them share some common measure of administration, 
and all of them tend to interrupt the commercial streets 
of a town.

substantial sources of rates in the future. The clearance 
area is often an opportunity for getting rid of some of 
the lumber of an old town and starting afresh under 
healthier conditions. The work of rebuilding is bound 
to bring at least a temporary prosperity to a district, 
in proportion to the size of the programme. There are 
a number of things which follow in the train of a 
courageous venture if it is taken up with confidence and 
wisdom, and we have no doubt that, although there may 
be many cases where prudence holds the hand in such 
matters, there are many others where nothing but a 
short view has proved the stumbling block. We 
therefore congratulate those towns where courage 
has been taken in both hands and the great adventure 
started. The harvest will be reaped in the future, 
and in some cases will be an early one. 

Having said so much about municipal projects on a 

scale, we must look for a moment into the manner 
in which such matters are to be expressed. The design 
of a Civic Centre is, firstly, a matter of planning, and we 
do not hesitate to say that this generation of architects 
is second to none, in the whole history of architecture, 
in its ability to plan in the grand manner, without 
sacrifice of practical considerations. The plan is of 
prime importance, since no good thing can arise out of 
muddle. But it is not quite the end of architecture, 
but rather the framework upon which the flesh and 
bones of building can be set up to their best advantage. 
To complete the picture of magnificence, an expression 
of dignity and citizenship must be applied to this. 

We are less happy about the ability of the present 
generation of designers to -prodace the same spirit of a 
great people which was expressed in the Forum 
Romanum. For a thousand years such work has main- 
tained its reputation among changing circumstances. 
We can hardly have the same confidence that the work 
of to-day will maintain itself in this way for even a 

ion. The fears may be groundless, when we 
have had time to adjust our perspective to the quick 
changes of modern life, but there must be some mis- 
givings, on entering upon a huge building programme, 
that we may not be leaving a worthy heritage behind 
us. The size of our effort, and in some cases the know- 
ledge and ability of our planners, are even greater than 
those of Rome; but whereas we know that the one 
was right and near perfection, we can have no similar 
sense of certainty with the other. 

We would, in fact, urge upon our designers not to 
throw aside too lightly the classic traditions which have 
followed European civilisation wherever it has been at

ASmoke Should be given to the 
Abatement Smoke Abatement Society 
Exhibition. in their uphill fight for 
smoke abatement. Their 
task has been one of extreme difficulty, 
but ition of their efforts is now 
being given by public bodies and others, 
who may see the effect of the con- 
tamination of the air by smoke at the 
exhibition now being held at the 
Science Museum, South Kensington. 
The effect of smoke impurities on the 
human system is seen in the three 
exhibits of the human lungs; one, a 
child of three; one of a typical city 
dweller ; and one of a coal trimmer and 
colliery borer, which are striking ex- 
amples of the deleterious effect of 
smoke. Other exhibits show the effect 
of the fog deposits on stonework, 
brickwork, glass and plant life (the 
last shown by unwashed and washed 
foliage specimens), and smoke deposits 
on glass from glass houses at Kew. 
Another interesting and practical sec- 
tion consists of a series of model 
houses (heated by electricity, gas, coke 
and solid fuel), in which various 
methods for the prevention of domestic 
smoke are to be seen. A series of 
smoke photographs is shown, the result 
of a competition organised by the 
Society. 
For thuse imterested in 
International concrete, natural stones, 
seri and ceramic materials, the 
Materiales Congress of the Inter- 
national Association for 
Testing Materials, which is to be held 
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in London in April next, will be of 
considerable importance. The = sub. 
jects to be discussed are divided into 
four groups: A (Metals), B (Inorganic 
Materials), C (Organic Materials), and 
D (Subjects of General Importance), 
each of which is presided over by a dis- 
tinguished worker from overseas, Group 
B, which covers concrete, natural 
stones, and ceramic materials, has Pro- 
fessor E. Suenson, of Denmark, as pre- 
sident. Amongst the subjects in- 
cluded under “Concrete” are the 
testing of aluminous cement and plastic 
mortars, the development of heat by 
cement, sea-water cements, water- 
proofing compounds, the creep of con- 
erete under load, vibrated concrete, 
cement pipes, and the strength of re- 
inforced concrete beams. Natural 
stones are discussed in Austrian, Ger- 
man and British papers, whilst under 
ceramic materials, the general testing 
of ceramic materials, the strength and 
testing of bricks and tiles, refractories, 
electrical porcelain, and the classifica- 
tion of clays are dealt with. The last 
Congress for Testing Materials was held 
in 1931, and every effort is being made 
to ensure that the knowledge in this 
most important field will be brought 
completely up to date. The Honorary 
Secretary of the Congress is Mr. K.

CIVIC CENTRES 


R.1.B.A. TRAVELLING EXHIBITION. 


Durine the past week there has been on 
exhibition at. the ‘Institute of British 
Architects, 66, Po , & collection 
of any 200 photographs, drawings, and 
plans illustrating the subject of “ Civic 
Centres,” which will be shown in im t 
towns in the provinces during the whole of 
next year. The exhibition has been brought 
together in response to the request of several 
local authorities, and the Institute is to be 
congratulated in view of the many —— 
for civic geet in — = 0 oe 
country in bringin er such a usefa 
and pM nine, oohibitios of schemes 
already carried out. ee 

This is quite one of bey best exhibitions Hose 
R.LB.A. have ised, giving, as it ; 
the provincial srcttitech and public bodies an 
opportunity of seeing what. been and is 
being done by great cities. A planned 
avai is increasingly im t and 
necessary in these times. ose who are con. 
nected with the architectural profession and 
others must on viewing the exhibits feel great 
satisfaction at the great improvement and 
advance in town planning of recent ‘years. 
On looking at the fine examples, one can 
justly feel proud of our English architects 
work, despite the high praises lavished on the 
work of their Continental brethren—although 
in fairness one must admit that many 
schemes have been inspired or influenced by 
Continental architecture. A comparison may 
he made between the Continental and Eng- 
lish schemes from the excellent large-scale 
photographs shown in the exhibition. Recent 
British work on ggg sa has : _ 
sense of proportion an ignity, an ie 
schemes ies faid out on broad doce. It is 
to be hoped the towns in which the exhibi- 
tion is held will study the examples placed 
before them, nearly all of which are the re- 
sult. of open competition. — ee 

The exhibition begins with an_ historical 
section showing civic centres and buildings 
relating to such from a fourth-century B.c. 
Greek city in Asia Minor down to Versailles, 
the Horse Guards, and the National Gallery. 
Civie centres and public buildings in foreign 
cities are shown, and in some instances an 
air photograph shows the relation of the 
civic centre to the town or city. Open 


spaces, not necessarily connected with any 
public buildings, are included, and the in- 
terest of the exhibition is increased by a few 
photographs of street furnishings, such as 
shelters, lamp-posts, fountains, and memorials. 

In the course of a draft introduction to the 
catalogue it is stated that ‘the process of 
expansion of municipal affairs has continued 
at a great rate since the War. So great is 
the increase that, throughout the country, 
town authorities are finding themselves forced 
to rebuild, and in larger towns it is now 
barely possible to house under one roof the 
collection of offices, committee rooms and 
other departments required. 

“To avoid a building of unwieldy propor- 
tions it is necessary convenient to plan 
a@ group of buildings rather than a single 
unit. Groups of this kind, borrowing a 
name from the town planners, have come to 
be known as ‘ Civic Centres,’ a title which, 
if in many cases hardly correct, at least marks 
increased public respect for the formerly 
derided town hall. 

“We say ‘hardly correct,’ because to a 
town planner the term ‘ Civic Centre,’ repre- 
sents something much more than a large town 
hall housing the routine administration. In 
the wide view which municipal authorities 
ought to take, they are interested in assist- 
ing every kind of desirable public activity. 
They should provide for the passive recrea- 
tion of the public in parks and gardens and 
for its active recreation in playing fields, 
swimming pools and gymnasiums ; they should 
be concerned with its esthetic education by 
the provision of art galleries and concert halls, 
and -with its intellectual development in 
founding museums and libraries. Snch 
things most cities provide in part or wholly; 
but the need for them having been appre- 
ciated very slowly, the various buildings have 
been erected haphazard, when a convenient 
site became available, and are often widely 
spread over the town without any kind of 
coherence. 

“Tt is the town planners’ ideal to collect 
these buildings on a specially prepared site, 
designing them ther as a related group 
in which the public ownership which thev 
have in common would be expressed in solid 
form by their evident architectural relation-

MAGPIE CHURCHES

Some areas in our are without 
good building stono, and in old times were 
orest tracts; and in such districts men 


naturally fell back upon the abundant local 
supply of wood for their chief building mate- 
rial, The counties upon or near the Welsh 
border were a woodland country, and timber 
accordingly plays a prominent part in the 
construction of . The least observant 
traveller can scarcely fail to note the 
dominant black and white timber architec- 
ture of the Welsh Marches, the almost exclu- 
sive employment of which gives to such little 
towns as Pembridge and Weobley in Here- 
fordshire their distinctive and characteristic 
appearance. 

For abundance and variety of timber struc- 
tures of the kind Cheshire holds the first 
place. The style was adopted for buildings 
of all classes, and is seen not only in man- 
sions of t scale, such as Moreton Old Hall, 
Bramhall Hall and Adlington Hall, but in 
humbler houses, such as the old Rectory at 
Prestbury, in water mills like the picturesque 
example at Rossett, near Gresford, and in 
many an old inn, such as the ‘‘ Crown,” 
Nantwich ; the ** Lion and Swan,”’ Congleton, 
and the ‘‘ Bear's Head,”’ at Brereton. 

Further, it must be remembered that archi- 
tecture embraced sacred and secular alike, 
so that lordly mansion, humble cottage, inn 
and church were all built in the flourishing 

style belonging to the period and the locality 
in which they were erected. Thus we find 
that the timbered ‘“‘ Magpie” style—so 
named from its vivid contrast of black and 
white—of whicn Cheshire is the natural 
home, is by no means confined to domestic 
buildings, but, as being the best and most 
artistic use of local material, was also em- 
ployed in the construction of churches. 

ortions of churches built of timber, such 
as belfries and porches, are by no means un- 
common elsewhere, and occur with special 
frequence in Essex, a county famous for its 
old forests. But it isin Cheshire that the larger 
number of churches still remain where the 
main building itself is constructed of a frame- 
work of wood. 

Of these, the largest in scale, and probably 
the best known, is Lower Peover (Fig. 5). 
The massive west tower alone is of stone, the 
timber church consisting of nave and chancel, 
with aisles separately gabled and extending 
to the east end. The central avenue and the 
aisles are thue of eg length ; and are nearly 
equal in height. e exterior ensemble is ex- 
ceptionally picturesque as viewed from the 
south-east, but the interior effect is too gloomy 
and heavy, for the light is admitted from too 
near the ground level, so that the massive 
roof-timbers, supported by stout oak pillars, 
are shrouded in almost impenetrable darkness. 

Marton Church (Fig. 3), though smaller, 
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presents a very pleasing outline, and is well 

on rising ground. In this case the 
whole structure, including the western steeple, 
is of woodwork. The square bell-chamber is 
surmounted by an octagonal spire and set 
upon a broad square base that forms a sort of 
narthex to the church. A touch of brilliance 
is imparted to this part of the structure by

The now disused old church of Warburton 
is in some respects the most interesting of ‘1\c 
group, though forlorn and deserted in aspe-: 

G. E. Street was of opinion that 
some of its timber work might from the 
twelfth century, when a house of Norbertine 
White Canons was established here, but it is

the band of quatrefoiled panelling beneath 
the eaves of the lower stage of the tower. The 
church was founded by Sir John Davenport 
as far back as 1343, and has preserved some 
of its original fourteenth-century timbers. 
The porch on the south side and the skilfully 
wrought oak arches that support the roof are 
very quaint. The use of wood in this church 
extends even to the font, for it possesses one

e church at Siddington (Fig. 4) is in some 
respects even more picturesque than those 
already referred to, but has been faked to a 
greater extent. Its chancel is of timber 
without and within, the nave walls being of 
brick lined with timber. The exterior of the 
west end is of brick, but has been painted 
over to imitate ‘‘ Magpie "’ woodwork, while 
perversely enough, the wooden tracery in the 
side windows of the nave is coloured to repre- 
sent the appearance of stone. The little 


more probable that the oldest part of the 
present structure is about two centuries later. 
Only the north side is now of timber work, 
the south side and west end having been 
rebuilt in sandstone in 1645, while the chancel 
and curiously placed tower at the east end 
were added as recently as 1711, in brick. 

Altogether unpretentious is the little sanc- 
tuary of St. Chad, Chadkirk (Fig. 2), which 
has pleasing black-and-white work in its 
chancel and south porch. The nave is of 
stone, whitewashed, and its north side 
presents picturesque irregularities in the shape 
of a buttress of great projection and a tall 
chimney shaft. 

In this group of ‘‘ Magpie’ churches we 
must include Denton, in Lancashire, a little 
outside the Cheshire border. One would 
hardly expect to find a wooden church of the 
kind in the heart of a Lancashire industrial 
town, yet Denton is proud of the possession 
of such a one in its church of St. Laurence 
(Fig. 1). This consists of nave and chancel 
with aisles, separately gabled like Lower 
Peover, though in this case the aisles do not 
extend quite to the east end. A _ notable 
feature is the cove that runs around the whole 
building beneath the eaves. It is built 
entirely of timber, fastened together originally 
with wooden , and hence it is locally and 
familiarly referred to as ‘‘ Th’owd Peg.” 
Though enlarged some year ago, the main part 
of the fabric was erected in 1531 by the Hydes 
of Hyde and Denton. 

Their material gives to these interesting 
old churches a familiar and friendly air, for 
their style is closely akin to that of the homes 
of the people, and they form the nearest 
parallel in England to the stave-kirks which 
are a feature of the ecclesiology of Norway. 
a country where wood is largely employed for 
structures of all classes, erected for every kind 


of purpose. 
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SMOKE ABATEMENT EXHIBITION 


A Smoxe Abatement Exhibition, organised 
by the National Smoke Abatement in 
conjunction with certain Government Depart- 
ments and industrial associations, was opened 
at os weg a ee yy — a: 
Thursday, r i, r Kingsle 
the Minister of Health. ' 

Dr. H. A. Des Voeux, President of the 
Society, who presided, recalled that it was 
founded exactly 36 years ago. At that 
period, he said, there used to be some 35 to 
40 thick fogs in London every winter and 
some of them lasted a week. Had the condi- 
tions then existing continued unchecked 
London would now be uninhabitable. 

Sir Kingsley Wood said smoke was a real 
and insidious enemy of health and cost the 
nation many millions a year. He reminded 
his audience that in Queen Elizabeth's reign 
proclamations were issued forbidding the use 
of coal in London while Parliament was 
sitting. Conditions were better now than at 
the end of last century, in spite of the fact 
that 4,250,000 more dwelling-houses had been 
built since 1901. The increased use of gas 
and electricity had helped this improvement. 


There was, however, very little reason for 
complacency ing and a great deal had still 
to be done. In future progress he thought 


that legislation would be a less important 
element than prudent administration and co- 
operation between public authorities, manu- 
facturers, and  volunta organisations. 
Domestic smoke was now the largest part of 
the problem, and administrative measures 
must be backed by the supply of information 
to the public.

The Exhibits. 

Models and other exhibits demonstrating 
the efficient combustion of coal in steam- 
raising and other industrial operations are 
shown, and other sections are devoted to the 
uses of other natural fuels, namely, anthracite 
and anthracite coals. and oil. Another 
section exhibits material relating to the 
generation, distribution and uses of electricity, 
which has developed the most advanced and 
efficient technique for the combustion of coal 
for steam-raising. 


The pre-treatment of coal is demonstrated 
by exhibits on high-temperature carbonisation 
(gasworks practice) for the preparation of 
town’s gas and gas coke, and on low-tempera- 
ture carbonisation, in which the product of 
principal interest is the semi-coke. The uses 
and control of gas,.as a smokeless fuel, are 
shown, and the properties. of coke and semi- 
coke, both of which are smokeless, explained 
and their uses indicated. 


For the scientific investigation of the smoke 
problem, methods for the measurement of 
smoke are required, and an exhibit of the 
Fuel Research Station is concerned with 
current researches on this subject, which are 
being carried out with a view to developing 
a domestic fire that will burn coal smoke- 
lessly. The Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research shows exhibits on the 
nature and causes of smoke, and on the 
important investigation of atmospheric polln- 
tion, which is being carried out with the co- 


operation of local authorities throughout the 
Sat tsvestigntion: sesh rte topes eee, 
igation, as it 
the reac air filter, sulphur 
measurement apparatus, and hght 
ment apparatus, are exhibited. 

An interesting section consists of a series 
of model houses, in which various methods for 
the prevention of domestic smoke are shown. 

The annual conference of the National 
Smoke Abatement Society will be held at the 
Museum from October 14 to 17, and will be 
opened by Captain Harry Crookshank, M.P., 
Secretary for Mines. Particulars of this con- 
ference may be obtained from the Secre 
of the Society, at 36, King-street, Man- 
chester, 2. 


Smoke Abatement with Solid Fuel. 

Some useful hints on ‘“ Smoke Abatement 
with Solid Fuel ’’ are given in a booklet pub- 
lished under this title by the Coal Utilisation 
Council. On the subject of boilers, for 
instance, it is stated that ‘“‘ examination of a 
boiler plant often discloses the fact that the 
brickwork setting of the boiler is in bad 
repair. Too much air is then admitted and 
a disproportionate amount of coal is being 
burned, This extra coal, however, is not 
being used to generate heat in the boiler 
but to warm the excess air and send it up 
the chimney mixed with smoke. At many 
plants there are complaints of lack of 
draught, although in most cases adequate 
draught is available if the settings are kept 
in good order. A simple way to test brick- 
work is to go round all the joints with a 
lighted candle. Where the flame is drawn 
in, the brickwork should be repaired by point- 
ing or by covering it with one of the various 
compounds that are supplied for the purpose 
of rendering such work airtight.”’ 

“The modern kitchen, including the 
domestic hot-water supply, can,”’ it is stated, 
‘** be made practically smokeless. There are 
numerous up-to-date cookers on the market 
that burn solid smokeless fuel—either anthra- 
cite or coke—and which are remarkable both 
for their efficiency and their economy in fuel. 
There is now also on view in the C.U.C. 
showrooms a specimen of an automatically 
fired cooker, of which large numbers are now 
in use in the United States. The mechanical 
stoker attached to the cooker works on the 
underfeed principle, so that the smoke-form- 
ing matter is consumed in the incandescent 
part of the fire. ... In small houses where 
the more expensive type of cooker cannot be 
installed, it will be found that the operation 
of modern ‘ combination’ fires and cookers 
can be practically smokeless if attention is 
paid to the instructions regarding refuelling.’’ 

On the question of the open fire, it is stated 
that ‘‘ there would be much less smoke from 
open fires if people would replace old- 
fashioned types with modern designs, which 
can now be obtained at a very moderate cost, 
and if they would have their chimneys swept 
more regularly. It will be found that smoke 
will be materially reduced by the choice of 
suitable fuels. . There are also, of course, 
natural smokeless coals which burn freely in 
an open grate, as well as various types of 
semi-coke produced by the low temperature 
carbonisation process. Gasworks and furnace 
coke can be ae in an pag grate with 
only a slight modification of the latter.’’

REGISTRATION COUNCIL 


EIGHTEENTH ORDINARY MEETING. 


_ Mr. Sypney Tarcum, F.R.1.B.A., pre- 

sided at the eighteenth ordinary meeting of 
the Architects’ Registration Council of the 
United Ki » held at 66, Portland-place, 
W., on W day, ber 30. 

The minutes of the proceedings at the 
meeting of June 23 were enibend. Arising 
out of the minutes, a statement by the Solici- 
tor on a specific point regarding the constitu- 
tion of the Board of Architectural Education 
was read by the istrar. The point in 
question arose from the fact that in several 
instances members of the Board were re 
senting more than one constituent body. e 
Solicitor wrote that, as the result of inquiries 
made, he could find no reason why, provided 
that he had been properly elected, a member 
should not represent more than one body. 


Reports. 

The reports of the various committees were 
then considered. The report of the Admission 
Committee showed that since the June meet- 
ing 71 applications for admission to the 
Register had been received, of which 69 were 
recommended for acceptance. This was 
agreed. Including these, the total number 
of architects on the Register at September 30 
was 11,889. This compares with a figure of 
12,511 at June 23. e total number of re- 
jections to date is 1,192. 

The report of the Finance and General 
Purposes Committee contained the informa- 
tion that 324 registered architects (compared 
with 344 in 1935) had failed to pay their 
retention fees. It was ggreed that a regis- 
tered letter should be sent to each, making 
final applications, and that any such person 
failing to pay his fee by October 31 should 
be removed from the Register. The state- 
ment of accounts was also passed as correct. 


Other Reports. 

The reports of the Amending Act and the 
Professional Purposes Committees were con- 
sidered tn camera. After the meeting, the 
following statement was issued :— 

“ The following decisions arrived at by the 
Council in camera : 

(1) To reprimand a registered architect on 
the ground that he had undertaken profes- 
sional work for a client without informing 
the architect formerly employed on the sume 
work, and that, having been asked by that 
architect for an explanation of his conduct, 
he had failed to reply. 

(2) The Council decided to refer to the 
Discipline Committtee for inquiry under sec 
tion 7 of the Architects (Registration) Act, 
1931, and section 2 of the —— Regu- 
lations, a case in which complaint of pro- 
fessional misconduct was alleged in an affi- 
davit duly lodged ander section 1 of the Dis- 
ciplinary Regulations.”’ 


Peat as a Sound-proof Agent.. 

According to a report, peat is to be used 
for making houses sound-proof. Dried and 
formed into slabs, the material will be first 
used in a housing estate at Clydebank. It 
will be inserted between the ceiling of bottom 
flats and the floors of flate above. It is 
claimed to have considerable sound-proofing 
qualities.

The Brotherton Library, Leeds University. 
When it was decided that a comprehensiv. 
‘een 
tant extensions and improvements diaended 
by the expansion of the University of Leeds, 
doubts had been felt as to the prac 


ticability of these extensions o1 
the site available. ut, as the result of an 
architectural competition moted with 


this object, it was shown that the acquisi- 
tion of adjacent houses and land made by 
the University authorities provided a site 
which could be laid out in such a manner 
as to include almost all the existing main 
buildings and to embody those in a general 
plan fulfilling in a dignified and conyenient 
form all the requirements anticipated.

Lord Brotherton. 

As the library will be the central feature 
of the University, it has been designed in 
a circular form, not only as the most appro- 
priate one to symbolise this centrality, but 
also as peculiarly suitable to the require- 
ments of a university library owing to the 
expression this gives of its function in 
gathering to a focus the various branches 
of learning embraced by the university 
curriculam. The central hall, covered by 
a dome and with a surrounding ambulatory, 
a yea on all sides into an encircling ring 
of recesses, each devoted to a special study ; 
those on one side to the sciences and on 
the opposite one to the arts, with an addi- 
tional circle of rooms in a gallery over. 

The total diameter of the library is 
greater than that of the reading-room in 
the British Museum; but the sub-division 
above referred to gives a pleasanter distri- 
bution of light and more satisfactory ote 
portions. e dignity and decorative effect 
of the central room are enhanced by 
the materials employed, the dome being 
carried on a ring of green marble columns, 
brought from Sweden, with bronze caps and 
bases. Pilasters of similar marble are 
opposed to the columns on the outer wall 
of the ambulatory; and between these 
are the oak bookcases enclosing the recesses, 
while above them one sees the light bronze 
balustrade to the first-floor gallery. The 
oak work is also light in tone to harmonise 
with the general decorative treatment; the

mouldings are simple, as it is undesirable 
to have ledges or pockets likely to collect 
dust, but the employment of inlaid bands 
of Indian laurelwood assists in emphasising 
the design. 

At the four cardinal points are placed 
carved oak cartouches, one over the entrance 
door bearing the University arms; oppo- 
site this, at the staircase leading to 
the special Brotherton Collection Rooms, the 
arms of the late Lord Brotherton; while on 
either side are compositions symbolising the 
Arts and the Sciences; these latter indicate 
the grouping of the recessed rooms. To the 
west of the main library are the librarian’s 
room and offices, while over these on the 
first floor is placed the Brotherton Collec- 
tion, with a central reading-room finished 
in oakwork of a similar character to that 
in the rest of the building. A feature in 
this reading-room is the upper gallery 
carried on fluted columns. 

Under the whole of the main library 
building is a circular hall 160 ft. in dia- 
meter, and high enough to take two tiers 
of book stacks when the demand arises for 
this amount of accommodation. By this 
arrangement the building will contain about 
700,000 volumes. At present, bookcases are 
placed on the floor only, part being sub- 
divided to provide additional reading-rooms 
for special subjects. Space is available, 
when required, for the erection of an 
additional stack-room capable of housing 
approximately 300,000 volumes. 

articular attention has been paid to the 
arrangements for heating and ventilation ; 
the air is filtered and warmed before admis- 
sion to the building in order to ensure the 
maximum degree of cleanliness. The 
number of air changes per hour can be 
regulated so that heat may not be wasted. 
A vacuum cleaning installation is provided 
and the fire protection is automatic in 
action, giving an alarm when the tempera- 
ture rises above a predetermined level.

New Civic Buildings, Finchley. 

The proposed new Civic Buildings for the 
Borough of Finchley will occupy an impor- 
tant site of approximately 10 acres at the 
junction of the Great North-road and Sum- 
mers-lane, which site forms part of the Glebe 
Land and which was originally part of the 
old Finchley Common, an area of about 90 
acres, upon which has already been con- 
structed : -air swimming pools; font- 
ball fields with grandstand, training quarters, 
ete.; cricket grounds and pavilions; tennis 
courts, bowling green, etc., the remainder 
forming a large open space for the pleasure 
and recreation of the public. The spacious- 
ness of the site has made it possible to set 
the buildings well back from the Great North- 
road and to introduce a secondary approach 
road flanked by trees and forming a boule- 
vard. Public bowling: greens, a sunken gar- 
den and a bandstand have also been in- 


cluded, thus forming an additional open space 
for the use of the public, and securing amenity 
in the surroundings. 

The main building has been planned to ac- 

commodate the various departments of the 
Borough Council and has a frontage of 220 ft. 
and a width of 120ft. It is designed as a 
block of two stories on the north side and of 
three stories on the south, advantage having 
been taken on the sloping site to incorporate 
a lower ground floor throughout half the ar 
of the building. 
‘ The principal entrance faces west to the 
Great North-road, while two secondary en- 
trances are also provided, that on the south 
giving access to the lower ground floor and 
leading to the reference library and juvenile 
employment officer, and that on the north 
side being particularly designed to serve the 
rates department. Covered garage accommo- 
dation for cars is provided on the lower ground 
floor. The principal entrance and staircase 
give access to all departments, and the ac- 
commodation provided may be studied from 
the plans reproduced. 

A secondary staircase leads directly to a 
public gallery used in connection with the 
council ¢ r. A staff canteen and care- 
taker’s quarters are placed on the second floor. 

The buildings are on rising ground, and 
emphasis is given to this by means of a clock- 
tower rising to a height of 110 ft. The public 
assembly hall is planned independently of the 
main offices, but can be approached at the 
stage end of the hall by means of a covered 
bridge which links the two buildings. The 
seating accommodation provides for 896 per- 
sons on the ground floor and 232 in the bal- 
cony, making a total of 1,128 seats. A re- 
freshment-room opens off the main hall, while 
exits lead to a tea terrace on the south of the 
pac A spacious entrance foyer, with 
ample cloakroom accommodation, is provided. 

It is proposed to face the buildings generally 
with stone, and the architectural design can 
be described as a modern version of English 

Renaissance. The scheme has been prepared 
by Mr. Percival T. Harrison, M-.Inst.C.E., 
Borough Engineer and Surveyor, and the cost 
is estimated at £133,000. e chief archi-

Policy. 

It was, he suggested, for the planner to 
present to the council a picture of things tha, 
existed and were taking place, and of ten- 
dencies that he could perceive, and then for 
the council to decide, in consultation with 
bodies or persons representative of the vari.

is personal yiew was that authorities were 
well advised to solicit this co-operation and to 
make public the proposals they had in view. 
Many members of the Town Planning Insti- 
tute were officers of local authorities, and he 
knew that some of them thought publicity 
dangerous because of a fear of exploitation. 
No doubt, in the early stages, the matter 
needed to be handled with discretion, but he 
ventured to suggest that it was one in which 
publicity paid. 


Work of Joint Committees. 

It was, he thought, fortunate that so much 
planning was now being done by joint com- 
mittees representative of county councils, and 
both urban and rural districts. Such com- 
mittees both facilitated the planning of com- 
prehensive regions and enabled the towns- 
man and the countryman to meet on common 

und with a view to evolving a mutually 
neficial scheme. 

His personal contacts with county coun- 
cillors led him to suggest that most of them 
were anxious that their districts should de- 
velop, but that, unlike many townsmen, they 
did not forget that agriculture was a basic 
industry. ey were intensely keen to pre- 
serve the character of their countryside, and 
protect it from casual urban instrusions, which 
were destructive of amenity, interfered with

Outline Scheme. 

Having carefully surveyed the ground, and, 
being in consultation with local interests, the 
joint committee next considered the general 
form of scheme which seemed appropriate to 
local circumstances and likely to secure the 
objects briefly referred to above. He believed 
that in many districts the following kind of 
scheme was being worked out, in consultation 
with the principal owners :— 

First, areas were selected for development, 
taking into account existing towns, villages 
and settlements, availability of services, or 
possible economic provision thereof, etc,, the 
areas selected being sufficiently large to accom- 
modate any development likely to take place 
within, say, the next twenty years, round 
each centre. 

Adjoining such areas, further land, say, 
sufficient to accommodate any development 
likely to take place within a further thirty 
years (fifty years in all) was marked to be 
available for building operations, but only 
upon the issue of a ‘ general development 
order’ by the authority ; or if an owner could 
show that other suitable land was not avail- 
able on reasonable terms and that the proposed 
operations would not involve danger or injury 
to health by reason of the lack of roads, 
sewers, water supply or any public services 
and that the provision of the necessary ser- 
vices would not be premature, or likely to in- 
volve excessive expenditure of public money ; 
or that the operations would not be likely 
seriously to injure the amenity of the locality. 

These two areas, which comprised the prob- 
able ultimate building development, were then 
zoned in the usual way—namely, as to type of 
building (residential, industrial, commercial, 
etc.), number of houses per acre, size, height, 
design and external appearance, etc., and 
areas required for open spaces or allotments 
were reserved, and the use of land for any 
purpose likely to involve danger or injury to 
health or serious detriment to the neighbour- 
hood was prohibited. 

Having selected adequate areas for develop- 
ment, plus a safety margin, the committee 
then turned their attention to areas to be per- 
manently preserved from building or on which 
building operations must be sevcrely restricted, 
either Seavans, by reason of the situation or 
nature of the land, the erection of buildings 
thereon would be likely to involve danger or 
injury to health, or excessive expenditure of 
public money in the provision of roads, sewers, 
water supply or other public services (e.g., land 
liable to flood or land above water supply 
level), or because unrestricted building might 
endanger the purity of water supplies; or the 
reason for selection might be the conserva- 
tion of particularly fertile land for agricultural 
use or the preservation of a beauty spot by 
means of either private or public open space 
reservation. 

In many cases it was found that the bulk 
of the area lay between these two extremes 
of land suitable for building development, 
either at the outset or in the future, and 
land which it was desired to keep free from 
building operations. As to this land, all that 
was desired was to maintain its rural charac- 
ter, and the method of achieving this, which 
seemed to be found to be most practicable, 
was to zone it as a rural area but allowing 
freely, in addition to agricultural buildings, 
the erection of houses with large grounds 
(say, five, ten, or more acres, as houses om 
holdings of this size should be able to take 
care of themselves re public services, and 
should not intrude unduly on the rural 
scene), public buildings, such as sanatoria, 
and possibly certain buildings connected with 
rural industry. It seemed generally to be 


contemplated that a proviso would be added 
allowing the man whose entire holding at 
the “‘ material date’’ was 


less than the 
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specified number of acres, to erect one house 
upon it, 

Another method under consideration fo: 
this type of land was merely to make it 
subject to general development order pro- 
cedure, without indicating any zoning. The 
advantages claimed for this method were 
partly that it suggested the improbability 
of any immediate development and left the 
future to decide what form it should take if 
and when it occurred, but mainly because 
it was clearly outside the field of compensa- 
tion. 

Another alternative that had been put for- 
ward was a modified combination of the two 
methods quoted, namely, to zone allowing 
free entrance to dwelling-houses, at one 
house per z acres, any other form of build- 
ing (other than agricultural, which required 
no consent) or greater density to be only 
by consent, but to make the whole subject to 
general development order procedure. 

The disadvantages attributed to these two 
last alternatives were, firstly, that land so 
treated must be regarded as potential build- 
ing land, and this gave a wrong picture of 
what was intended; and, secondly, that 
building operations could be proposed at any 
time and could only be refused for the reasons 
stated in the proviso to Section 16 (2). 

The appropriate or expedient method for 
any stretch of country must depend largely 
on local circumstances, including those of 
land ownership. It was agreed that when 
appropriate the clear-cut method would be 


‘agricultural reservation,’ and assuming 
that ample land had_ been allocated 
for building development in appropriate 


places, the risk of compensation might be 
small and worth facing. 

Consultation with landowners was, of 
course, an essential preliminary and _ his 
general experience had been that they were 
most anxious to co-operate. General provi- 
sions that one expected to find in such 
schemes included regulation of the design 
and external appearance of buildings, preser- 
vation of trees, and control of advertisements, 
as provided for in Section 47. 


Communication. 


The appropriate use of land was, of course, 
closely related to communications existing 
or proposed but, in the main, the type of 
country plan he had been considering was 
chiefly concerned with directing development 
in such a manner as to harmonise with 
country characteristics and economics and to 
keep a clear distinction between town and 
country. 

Both town and country were dependent 
upon communications, but the requirements 
of the former involved an invasion of the 
latter. In so far as the preservation of the 
countryside kept main communication between 
town and town free from intermediately 
engendered traffic, it was all to the advantage 
of the towns. 

The latest form of transport was by air, and 
as aerodromes required large spaces and open 
surroundings they usually had to be placed 
some distance outside the built-upon portion 
of the town they served. Several joint com- 
mittees were giving serious attention to the 
question of preserving sites for aerodromes, to 
protecting their surroundings (a new model 
clause had been devised to provide for con- 
trolling the heights of buildings adjoining an 
aerodrome), png to secure adequate land com- 
munications between the aerodrome and the 
town or towns it was intended to serve. 

With regard to roads, the Restriction of 
Ribbon Development Act had introduced a 
new factor. Consideration as to new roads 
that might be required, widenings of existing 
roads, building lines, stopping-up and diver- 
sions was still an essential part of planning, 
but the implementing of some items might 
now be more expedient under the new Act 
than by means of a planning scheme. 

The kind of country scheme he had been 
considering was intended to secure grouped 
forms of development, and therefore should 
assist materially in checking ribbon building. 
Further assistance should be forthcoming by 
the application of the new model clauses ap- 
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proved by the Advisory Committee, providin 
(a) for control of the lay-out of streets 

buildings, (6) for the adjustment of schemes 
to the Sestziction of Ribbon Development 
Act, by providing for the automatic release 
of land reserved for new streets or widenings, 
or restricted by a building line, when a 
‘“‘ standard width’ was adopted under the 
Act of 1935. Also Memo. T. & C.P, 10, issued 
by the Ministry of Health, indicated how the 
implementing of planning was likely to be 
affected by the new Act. 

Should a planning scheme provide for agri- 
cultural reservations crossed by main roads 
and for the adequate widening of such roads, 
ribbon development would be impossible and 
therefore the scheme would be self-sufficient 
in that respect. 

Even a limitation of one house to three or 
more acres, coupled with an adequate nip wg 
line and a restriction that each house shoul 
be spaced at least, say, 220 yards apart, might 
be sufficient protection against ribbon build- 
ing. Such a restriction, coupled with control 
of the position and design of access drives, 
would avoid the necessity for service roads— 
an uneconomic paliiative in the case of wide- 
fronted plots—and in some areas the com- 
pensation involved might well be less than that 
which the authority might have to pay if 
they decided merely to restrict access. 

Concluding, the lecturer said his aim had 
not been to express any personal views, but 
rather to try to gather together for the benefit 
of all some of the ideas he believed to be 
occupying the minds of many practisin 
planners, officials, councillors, landowners sal 
others up and down the country with whom 
it was his good fortune to come into contact.

Major Leslie Roseveare, who proposed a 
vote of thanks to Mr. Pepler, said he was 
glad that the paper started with emphasis of 
the necessity of a policy, perhaps the Cinder- 
ella of all town planning operations. Policy, 
first of all, was interest, then appreciation of 
the possibilities and the difficulties. Then 
there was the will to overcome those difficul- 
ties. It was difficult to get councils that were 
handicapped by multifarious difficulties to 
form a policy at the beginning of their 
schemes, He welcomed Mr. Pepler’s sugges- 
tion that local authorities should give their 
schemes publicity. The greatest enemy of ex- 
ploitation was publicity. 

Mr. W. Harding Thompson, seconding the 
motion, said he welcomed Mr. Pepler’s text, 
which, he considered, was that it was the 
object of the town planner to provide good 
towns and real country in proper relationship 
the one to the other. That was what the public 
wanted. The public were a little tired of a 
good deal of planning on paper and were very 
anxious to see results, The speaker went on 
to urge the importance of allowing plenty of 
space round new theatres and cinemas to help 
in dealing with the traffic problem. 

Mr. Ewart G. Culpin, referring to reserva- 
tions made in agricultural districts, said 
that if people were allowed to put up houses 
on every half-acre, they might as well 
“plump for’ ribbon development right 
away. In his experience, it sometimes 
happened that after giving town planning 
full consideration and deciding they saw no 
reasonable probability of a certain village 
a farther, the landowner said he 
wanted this and that piece of his land shown 
on the plan as building land. He (the speaker) 
wondered if the rating authorities had a right 
to look at that. Could the owner claim exemp- 
tion from rates as agricultural land for what 
he deliberately told them was building land? 
If landowners thought there might be some 
reaction in that way, or that it might have 
an effect on their death duties, we should not 
have such large tracts of farms, often miles up 
country lanes, regarded as building land, and 
there would not be so many notices, ‘* This 
desirable building land for sale,’’ defiling our 
hedgerows. 

Mr. M, R. Atkins, in a reference to road 
planning in the centres of cities, said that 
one method of dealing with the traffic prob- 
lem was to try to get it held- up on the line 
of an inner ring road. There ld not be 
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simply one large ing place for cars in the 
centre of a city, we namber of smal! ones 
all round the ring road. That would keep 
vehicular traffic away from the centre and 
narrow streets could be closed altogether to 


such traffic, allowing ——- to use them 
— — life and limb. 

ajor R. Hardy-Syms expressed the hope 
that local authorities wud take serious not oe 
of Mr. Pepier's advice to give publicity to 
schemes. He (the speaker) did not believe it 
was the right policy to de so mach work in 
secret. It was possible, perhaps, to proceed 
slowly in the first instance, but before the 
statutery plan was prepared the ideal thing 
was to prepare a development plan, and that 
plan be put before the district as a 
whole, so that everyone could. take an interest 
in it and see what it was eventually intended 
te attain. 

Mr. T. Alwyn Lloyd referred to aerodrome 
schemes now mm preparation, and said that in 
regard to the purchase of sites there was in 
many cases a lack of co-ordination between the 
Government Department concerned and loca 
authorities. 

Sir Herbert Humphries suggested that a 
special session of the Institute should be called 
to discuss the many points arising from the 
paper. 

The vote of thanks to Mr. Pepler was 
heartily accorded, aad the ——e were sub- 
sequently entertained to tea by Mr. B. J. 
Hanly (chairman of the Town Planning Com- 
mittee of Norwich City Council). 


“OLD NORWICH BUILDINGS.”

THE DINNER. 

The Institute dimner was held on Friday 
evening at the Royal Hotel, when the chair 
was occupied by the president. Among 
those present were the Lord Mayor and Lady 
Mayoress (Mr. and Mrs. W. A. Riley), the 
Sheriff and Mrs. Basil Cozens-Hardy, and the 
Bishop of Norwich and Mrs. Pollock. 

Mr. Ewart G. Calpim, proposing the toast 
of “ The City of Norwich,” said he thought 
there ought to be classes for candidates in 
local government. Surely if the officers who 
had to carry out the instructions of members 
had to pass severe examinations, members 
eught to pass examinations before giving 

rs. 

The Lord Mayor of Norwich, responding 
te the toast, said he wished they could once 
again implant the love of work imto the crafts- 
man. The craftsman of old leved his work. 
He (the speaker) could not see why that could 
net be encouraged. 

The Bishop of Norwich, proposing the toast 
of ** Town and Country Planning.” said it was 
a great thing that in the subject of town plan- 
ning they were recognising that as they owed 
a debt to the past, so they owed a duty to 
the fature. He hoped that these responsible 
for Norwich and other cities would consider 
the importance of studying the approaches 
te them. There were frequently to be found. 
em the outskirts of towns, mean and drab 
streets: that should not be so. 

Dr. Thomas Adams, who responded. said he 
had at home an old map of Norwich that was 
given him by an architect in New York. There 
appeared to be ome gate on it leading out from 
the city, the wording alluding to which read 
“* Hell's Gate, to the subarbs.”” That mast 
have been done in premonition of the ribbon 
development reund our cities. When they 
considered that the people Living in the great 
cities must have access to some country. the 
more would they realise that the shack in 
the country was erected as a means of getting 
freedom from the intolerable congestion in 
the city. They must realise that the country 
and the towe were one, that they should be 
designed together, and that in the designing 
there should be saved what was best im both. 
The success of the town planner depended on 
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unity between ideals and achievements. He 
must think more and more of this as something 
to regard as a profession, and they must get 
rid of the danger of commercialising it. It 
should be a profession of the highest grade of 
architecture. Unless they did that, the time 
would come when they would not be produc- 
ing what was needed. There must be a new 
sprit of regard for beauty and it should be 
started by training children in the schools to 
love beauty in their cities and the country. 

Sir Herbert Humphries, aap wey 3 “* Our 
Guests,"’ said he did not agree that there was 
a shortage of craftsmen. He thought there 
were as many craftsmen in this country as in 
any. Let them take Norfolk alone. If they 
wanted thatching done in the Midlands they 
sent to Norfolk for it. 

The Sheriff (Mr. Basil Cozens-Hardy). 
responding, said if the Institute had existed 
100 or 150 years ago much damage would have 
been prevented. He complained of an ugly 
advertisement in the vicinity of St. Andrew's 
Church and the lovely block of ancient build- 
ings near by. He also complained of advertise- 
ments of garages which spoilt the countryside, 
saying that in visiting a town he always kept 
away from motor engineers who so spoilt the 
country scene. 

On Sunday a motor-coach tour was made 
of the Norfolk Broads, including an inspec- 
tion of some of the flint churches, and visiting 
Aylsham, North Walsham, Coltishall, Wrox- 
ham, Ranworth, Horning, Potter Heigham. 
Caister, Yarmouth, and Acle.

John Hatchard-Smith was born on July 29.

Blackheath, and subsequently articled to 
Messrs. Gardiner and Bell, of Great Russell 
street, W.C. Before beginning independent 
practice he travelled and studied extensively 
en the Continent. Up to the last year of 
his life his great pleasure and relaxation was 
an architectural sketching tour, generally 
seme little-known part of a foreign country 
His practice was varied and far-reaching 
Among buildings designed by him are: The

the Wellington Hotel, Fleet-street: Snow's 
Chop House. Sherwood-street, Piccadilly :

He also had much experience in 
light, air and dilapidation cases. In Epsom, 
where he had lived for more than 60 years, 
he designed numbers of private houses, the 
old Town Halli {since demolished to make 
way for shops), the Technical Institute and 
School of Art adjoining, Chriet Church Parish 
Hall, Epsom Common Working Men’s Club, 
and the Epsom Golf Club and the Amato 
Inn. One local commission which gave him 
much pleasure was the designing of the Royal 
Apartments in the old Grand Stand at Epsom 
for King Edward VII, the plans for which 
brought him the personal congratulations of 
the Sovereign. 

He was a member of the Epsom Urban. Dis- 
trict Council from 1907-1914, and was its 
chairman for part of that time. His interest 
in Epsom, its welfare and development, was 
keen, and he was always ready with advice 
and assistance in local problems 

He became an Associate member of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects in 1881, 
and a Fellow in 1892. He was also keenly 
interested in modern town planning. 

He was a member of the Court of the 
Worshipful Company of Dyers, and was its 
Prime Warden mm 1903-04. He was also a 
member of the Caveac Lodge, No. 176, of 
Freemasons.

ANSWERS. 
Estimators and Insurance. 
[Answers to “ B. C. F.,”’ Ocroser 2.) 


Srr,—There are many things in estimating 
which are unscientific by any other measure 
than the law of average. For instance, a 
certain percentage is added on to the prime 
cost to cover establishment charges, and 
rarely differs although the same establishment 
may be doing twice the turnover at one time 
than another. There is, however, no way of 
adjusting such matters in a quick and expedi- 
tious way, and a level percentage Is made to 
serve the purpose. As bills of quantities do 
not separately collect the general building 
work and the prime cost allowances, it is not 
possible for the estimator within the limited 
time generally at his disposal to adjust this 
matter of insurances as between one part of 
the contract and another, and a general aver- 
age found by experience to reflect the normal 
result is taken. The method your correspon- 
dent suggests would be more correct, but 
would be somewhat cumbersome in practice.

Srr,—When estimators are making out the 
cost of a contract a certain figure for insur- 
ance should be stated which should include 
health insurance, etc., of workmen, accident, 
fire and other insurances. A sub-contractor 
may or may not be allowed insurance 
expenses; it is usual for him to carry work- 
men’s unemployment and health insurance, as 
he is directly liable for these under law. 
Whether he is allowed other insurance 
expenses depends on the terms of the con- 


act,

Demolished Houses: Responsibility for 
Exposed Party Wall. 


[Answers To “‘ Anxious,’ OcToBER 2. | 


Sirn,—The remaining house appears to have 
acquired rights of support from the neigh- 
bouring houses, the owners of which must do 
nothing to endanger its stability or introduce 
new factors from the weather which did not 
occur in the original conditions. The owner 
of the remaining houses will have good grounds 
for action unless measures are taken to apply 
the same degree of support to the party wall, 
and to exclude the penetration of weather in 
this position. Parry. 


Smr,—The person who has to, or does, in 
fact, pull down the two houses, is obliged 
to strut and shore up the two houses left 
standing, if by their removal the latter would 
fall. He is not compelled to make good the 
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face of the wall exposed unless it is neces- 
sary for the support of the two houses left 
standing. It must be borne in mind that the 
owner of the two houses left standing has 
probably acquired an easement for both 
vertical and lateral support. Moreover, mach 
depends on where these houses are situated, 
for whatever rights there may be at common 
law outside London, in London these rights 
are superseded by the rights of adjoining 
owners under the London Building Acts.

ARCHITECTURE OF THE 
MEDIAVAL AGES 


Sim Banister Fietcuer, M.Arch., F.S.A., 
PP.R.LB.A., at the Central School of Arts 
and Crafts, on Wednesday, September 30, 
gave the introductory lecture of a course of 
twenty-four lectures on Medieval Arohitec- 
ture, pre under the auspices of the Univer- 
sity of London. He explained that he would 
deal with the study of architectural history 
on broad lines from a popular point of view, 
tracing its evolution in the different countries 
of Europe. Architecture, as the visible 
exponent of civilisation, united and embraced 
the other arts, and all modern design was 
founded upon old art, although adapted in 
order to conform to existing conditions. 
Indeed, present-day architecture was stimu- 
lated and refined by a right study of the best 
work of the past. 

Architecture being the basis of all design, 
a knowledge of it was necessary not only to 
architects, designers and art students, but 
practically to the whole community. The 
author and novelist, for the settings of their 
historical novels, the journalist and photo- 
grapher, who largely dealt with buildings, the 
connoisseur of the accessory arts. and the 
teaching profession, all required a knowledge 
of the subject. All travellers required a 
knowledge of architecture, since the places 
they visited were closed books without it. 


The lecture was illustrated by lantern 
slides, of which some 1.200 will be shown 
during the course. The lecturer showed that 
medieval architecture was a continuous 
evolution from the round-arched or 
Romanesque period to the pointed arch 
or Gothic period, and was the result 
of forces and tendencies underlying the 
whole life of medieval times. Views were 
shown comparing the architecture of the 
ancient periods of history, so as to form a 
connecting link with ancient architecture.

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NEW OVERCROWDING 
ORDER 


The Minister of Health, Sir Kingsley 
Wood, has made an order, affecting 3% hous- 
ing authorities in England and Wales, which 
fixes April 1, 1937, as the date for bringing 
into operation the overcrowding provisions of 
the res Act, 1935. The areas affected 
are shown below (the figures are the number 
and percentage of overcrowded dwellings re- 
vealed by the recent Overcrowding Survey) :

The Overcrowding Survey showed that of 
8,924,523 dwellings inspected all over Eng- 
land and Wales, 341,554, or 3.8 per cent., 
were found to be overcrowded, The Minister 
has already fixed January 1, 1937, as the 
appointed day for the 1,290 housing authori- 
ties; in most of these areas the existing 
overcrowding does not exceed 2 per cent. or 
involve more than 100 houses. In the re- 
maining, and more overcrowded, areas the 
problem of abatement is likely to be more 
difficult and involve longer preparation, At 
the same time it is desirable to bring the 
new code into force as soon as practicable, 
and the new order has therefore been made 
to cover those areas in which a further three 


months’ interval for planning the new 
arrangements is thought to be sufficient. 
About 200 authorities still remain, for 


whom a later appointed day will be fixed in 
due course. These comprise those areas 
where the Survey showed overcrowding to 
be most severe.

MORE ABOUT RECURRING DEFECTS—XV 


By j. R. TAYLOR 


FLOORINGS. 


Tue health and comfort of the occupants, 
and the economical management of buildings, 
depend to a considerable extent upon the 
suitability to purpose of the floorings used. 
The choice of a suitable form of construction 
and covering has always presented difficulties ; 
but for domestic buildings the hollow floor, 
consisting of joists and rds, is the most 
widely used. 


Joists and Boards. 


Qualities of timber vary considerably, and 
in regard to red and white deal ‘there has of 
late years been some difficulty in getting 
exporters to send, or at all events importers 
to insist upon, exact grading of floor boards. 
Nearly all deal floor rds are now bought 
and sold as “‘ unassorted."" This makes it 
very difficult to obtain, at a reasonable cost, 
a floor laid entirely with ‘“best"’ quality 
boards, for if the builder sorts them. himself 
he will probably experience much difficulty in 
finding a use for the “‘culls."’ There is, how- 
ever, a way out for those who really want 
good boards if they carry out any considerable 
amount of concrete construction requiring 
form work. Whenever floor boards are bought 
for form-work the best of them should be put 
into stock. 

But to do justice to this subject we must 
begin at an earlier stage. When hollow floors 
are used in the construction of the ground 
floor of a domestic building (for the moment 
we are referring to floors composed of joists 
and boards, and not other forms of hollow 
floors), the most frequent complaints are that 
they are colder than expected, or that they 
are subject to destructive attacks of dry-rot. 
An attempt to cure the cold may, if ill 
directed, set up conditions favourable to the 
development of dry-rot. Ever since the 
merits of horizontal damp-proof coursing 
became widely recognised, there has been a 
marked tendency to keep ground floors lower 
than formerly, and this is a frequent cause 
of trouble. An inqmry by a correspondent 
(‘' A. B.;° The Builder Inquiry Bureau, Sep- 
tember 25) is indicative of the sort of thing 
that is likely to happen. Very few sites are 
quite level, and consequently surface water 
tends to travel towards, and perhaps into, the 
building, from the higher ground. If the con- 
crete mat be below external surface level, and 
the damp course be above surface level, a 
shallow basin with pervious sides is formed, 
unless the construction be of an exceptional 
kind Where it is possible, a concrete mat 
should be placed on a layer of hard, dry filling, 
such as broken brick, and be above external 
surface level. This would make for warmth 
and dryness 


Ordinarily, ground-floor joists are of shal- 
low depth, intermediate bearings being pro- 
vided by building sleeper walls. These are 
usually built honeycomb pattern to permit 
the passage of air, are generally finished with 
a plate and are provided with a damp-proof 
course. In many cases a concrete atel would 
better serve the purpose at less cost, an 
intermediate support being found in the 
formation of a short concrete pillar. Bui 
where the sleeper wall is built of brick, the 
wall plate should be treated with a timber 
preservative, for it is often found that it is 
at this point that dry rot has made its first 
attack. Some builders, if left to themselves, 
do not wide a plate or continuous damp- 
cenrse, but pack up the joists on pieces of 
broken slate, or even roof tile. Ground-floor 
joints should not take bearing on external 
walls, but should be given independent sup- 
port not far from the ends. The joists should 
be treated with preservative and the under- 
side of floor boards also. Where, for suffi- 
cient resson, joist ends must be built into 
walls, they should be previously dipped into 
preservative; if they can be allowed to stand 





for some time on end in a hot preservative, 
so much the better. 

Tongued-and-grooved floor boards cost little 
more to manufacture than do square-edged, 
but the covering capacity is less, and the 
labour of laying is rather more costly. But 
if the underside of a floor be adequately ven- 
tilated, the draught through the joints of 
square-edged boards may sometimes be very 
considerable, The writer has seen light car- 
pets billowing as the result of wind driving 
into the ventilators. It is this, amongst other 
things, that makes linoleum as a floor cover- 
ng so popular. Tonguing and grooving, be- 
sides keeping out draughts, helps to lessen the 
tendency to “curl’’ in floor boards, and so 
lengthens the life of linoleum or other floor 
coverings. 


Qualities in Floor Boards. 

Many other kinds of woods are, of course, 
used for floor boards, besides red, yellow or 
white deal or spruce. In regard to red and 
white deal boards, imported manufactured, we 
have already mentioned the difficulty of secur- 
ing them in graded qualities. Red deal boards 
are difficult to obtain reasonably free from 
knots, unless they are manufactured at home 
to instructions. The foreign boards are in the 
main cut from large branches, or immature 
trunks or tops, and are often full of knots. 
A sample imported as “‘ unassorted’’ was 
iuspected by the writer a few weeks. ago. 
Taking the first dozen boards “‘ as they rose,”’ 
the knots were counted, and found to average 
over two knots per foot run, about five to 
the foot super. If such boards are laid in 
schools, offices, or other places where there 
is much traffic, the knots soon stand up pro- 
minently, and cause much discomfort. White 
boards of ‘‘ shelving quality’’ are obtain- 
able, and have many fewer knots, but they 
are softer and do not last so well under con- 
tinuous foot traffic. But when carpeting is 
laid the boards will not be subjected to direct 
wear, and the freedom from knots will be of 
great advantage, in that the floor coverings 
will last longer. For good work the writer 
specifies best quality boards of English manu- 
facture, prepared for secret nailing. This 
permits a better finish than nailing ‘‘ punched 
and puitied,”’ and lengthens the life of the 
floors. 

Columbian pine boards are obtainable ready 
manufactured and all rift sawn. The speci- 
fication requiring them should read :— 
“Columbian pine of Northern cut one hun- 
dred per cent. rift sawn and close grained.” 
In. some quarters Columbian pine and Oregon 
pine are spoken of as though the terms were 
interchangeable. As the countries of origin 
adjoin, there is some reason for this, but when 
regarded as a whole, the Oregon pine is 
much more rapidly grown than the Colum- 
bian, and is consequently of much coarser 
grain. The comparison is similar to that 
between English oak and that obtained from 
Southern Europe. 


Shop Counters. 


Before giving consideration to other sorts of 
flooring, a word may be said in regard to 
that which is so often laid and relaid behind 
shop counters. This should always be free 
from knots, and be so laid in relation to 
shelving and counters that it may be readily 
taken up and replaced with new. The hurry- 
ing passage of assistants throughout the day 
in the narrow width left between counter and 
shelving or show-case causes rapid wear. . In 
such circumstances a few knots upstanding 
above the general surface will cause consider- 
able discomfort. 


Pitch Pine. 

_ Prior to 1914, pitch pine was very much 
in demand for flooring to large rooms, be- 
cause of its excellent wearing qualities. and 
the very good surface it provided for danc- 
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ing. Old established builders liked it to je 
heavily charged with resin, which forme. 
natural lubricant under the feet of <q 
dancers. For beauty of grain it was pre- 
ferred *‘slash’’ sawn, but for hard wear 
‘rift’ or ‘‘ quarter" sawn. In 1920 the 
price became prohibitive. For ordinary 
jomery purposes, baywood, closely resembi ing 
mahogany, could be bought at a lower price, 
and ing easily worked and capable of 
taking and retaining a high polish, was pre. 
ferred. Yet outside a landing space, or for 
marginal purposes, baywood has seldom been 
used as a flooring. 

It is thought, however, that pitch jiue 
prices will become reduced and restore this 
fine timber to its popularity. 


Maple. 

Maple has been much used for flooring to 
Government buildings, being capable of 
resisting very hard wear; and, considering 
its length of life, the cost is not high. Care 
is required in laying, as it is very liable to 
swell and a margin of about one inch (more 
or less, according to the size of the room) 
should be provided to accommodate this. 
As imported, it generally has the ends of the 
boards tongued and grooved, and _conse- 
quently it is not necessary to- joint on a joist. 
This, of course, tends to avoid waste, as the 
length cut off a board next to the wall can 
be used to start the next length. It is 
usually nailed with oval -wire steel nails 
through edges prepared for secret nailing. 
In passing, it may be mentioned that secret 
nailing is sometimes. permitted through 
tongues or grooves not specially prepared. 
This practice is to be deplored. 


Oak. 

Prior to the importation of some of the 
Colonial woods that have come into use in 
recent years, the use of oak in strips was 
regarded as producing about the highest 
quality floor of this kind. There were, of 
course, parquetries of other rare wood cover- 
ing, generally laid on a strip base, and we 
shall have something more to say about these. 
In early days, wide oak boards, sawn and 
planed one side, and dressed with an adze 
on the other, were often used, but for the last 
40 to 50 years the use of English oak as a 
floor covering has been uncommon. American 
oak is softer as a rule than European oak, 
but it makes a good floor. Japanese oak, 
cut and manufactured here, gives very hard- 
wearing boards, a little short in length, as 
a rule.

Fixing Metal Casements. 

[The following letter refers to a paragraph 
which appeared in Mr. Taylor's article in our 
issue for August 28,—Ep. 

Sir,—My attention has beeen called rather 
late to a paragraph which appeared in your 
excellent journal some three weeks ago on 
the subject of metal casements. 

I disagree with the opinion that it 
easy to make a good job of fixing a metal 
casement without a wooden surround, and, 
as a matter of fact, very large numbers of 
standard metal windows are fixed into brick- 
work, and provided the wide-flanged frame is 
used there is plenty of room for plaster on 
the inside, and we do send fixing instructions 
with every consignment. 

If these instructions are followed there is 
ittle or no danger of distortion, and if build 
ing work is carried on with reasonable car 
there is not any doubi that the moder 
standard metal window of reputable mak: 
not only withstands the ‘“‘ rough usage 
which is mentioned, but stands it so success

fully that the percentage of damage 
very small. 
There is room for improvement in th: 


manner in which metal windows are treated 
after they have been buik in, and this could 
be effected by insistence on the part of the 
architect or builder in cleaning windows 0! 
plaster or mortar before glazing and painting 
8 carried out. I say there is room for im 
provement, but this is only a minor point. 
and the fact remains that standard mea: 
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windows give satisfactory service to the owner 
whether fitted with wood frames or fixed 
direct into brickwork. 

The popularity of standard metal windows 
is sufficient proof of their intrinsic excellence. 
They are a good engineering job, with well- 
pes hinges ; y well-made but 
properly attached fittings, and above all they 
fit well and are not subject to shrinkage or 
swelling with variations in climate. 

I am not deprecating your suggestion that 
fixing instructions should accompany every 
consignment, and I hope this su ion will 
be followed by all manufacturers, if there are 
any who have not followed this practice.

BREEZE AND CLINKER 
AGGREGATES 


Tue Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research has just issued a new and re- 
vised edition of a bulletin published some 
years ago on the properties of breeze and 
clinker aggregates and methods for testing 
their soundness.* The materials dealt with 
are used in a number of ways in building, 
but the present publication deals mainly with 
their use as aggregates for poured concrete, 
pre-cast blocks or slabs and pressed blocks. 
The term ‘clinker’ is taken as covering 
well-burnt furnace residues, which have been 
fused into lumps, while the term ‘“ breeze ”’ 
is taken to cover any type of furnace residue 
varying from disintegrated clinker to fine, 
poorly sintered ashes containing a large pro- 
portion of combustible matter. Examples of 
failures of concretes made from breeze and 
clinker, it is stated, are not uncommon. In 
the case of external walls or poured concrete, 
covered usually with a rendering, general 
cracking may occur. These cracks develop 
and become visible in the set concrete in a 
period which may vary from one to many 
months after pouring. In the case of blocks, 
slabs or pressed bricks, similar cracking may 
eccur during the maturing period, but in 
some cases visible cracks may only become 
apparent at a later date. 

The constituents likely to cause trouble in 
breeze and clinker have been found to be cer- 
tain coals present in an unburnt or very slightly 
burnt condition, These coals are of certain 
definite types, and cause failure owing to 
the swelling movements they undergo in the 
concrete. It is shown that the effect of any 
particular coal on a concrete can be predicted 
from its physical properties. The dangerous 
coals, for example, have the power of re- 
moving the colour from a solution in water 
of the dyestuff methylene blue to a greater 
extent than the safe coals. Again, the coals 
which are not dangerous take up more 
moisture when exposed to moist air than the 
troublesome coals. 

It has been general in the past, the bul- 
letin states, to attribute the failure of breeze 
or clinker concretes to the presence of cer- 
tain sulphur compounds. It was supposed 
that oxidation of these compounds occurred 
and was accompanied by a volume change 
which cracked the concrete. While it is true 
that failures can be so produced, it is clear 
that, in practice, a failure is rarely due to 
such a cause and that the presence of un- 
burnt coals likely to lead to trouble is the 
cause of the failure. It may be noted, the 
bulletin continues, that while exposure to 
weather will in no way reduce the unsound- 
ness of a breeze or clinker concrete if due to 
the presence of unburnt coal, it will appre- 

ciably reduce any unsoundness due to sulphur 
compounds. In the case of pressed blocks of 
breeze or clinker made with lime or cement, 
@ process of autoclaving or other steam treat- 
ment tends completely to eliminate any 
possible dangers due to sulphur compounds. 
It is without effect in reducing unsoundness 
due to dangerous coals.

scription of simple methods for testing the 
soundness of breeze and clinker aggregates, 
the use of which should minimise the risk of 
failures. Since the tests require practically 
no laboratory apparatus, they should prove 
of utility under field conditions. 

The first of these—the “pat” test—is 
based on the expansion occurring during the 
first few days of setting of a concrete con- 
taining dangerous coals. A mixture of fine 
white plaster of Paris and a normal Portland 
cement is used. This mixed with a sample of 
the breeze to be tested sets rapidly, and any 
expansion taking place causes visible cracks. 
This test, properly carried out, may be re- 
lied upon, it is stated, to detect the great 
majority of unsuitable aggregates. The other 
test suggested depends on the removal of 
the colour of methvlene blue dve. A sample 
of the breeze is placed in a glass tube con- 
taining 25 cc. of a solution of the dye and 
is shaken at intervals of half an hour for 
six hours, while a similar samovle is placed in 
a vessel containing 20 cc. of the dye solu- 
tion diluted to 1 litre with distilled water. 
When left overnight the colour of the soln. 
tion shaken with the breeze should be deeper 
than that of the diluted solution. If it is 
not and is eaual to or liehter than that of 
the second solution, the breeze is dangerous 
and unfit for use. This test detects ony 
certain and not all dangerous breezes. 


CONCRETE IN INDIA 


A paver on ‘‘Concrete as a Career for 
Anglo-Indians’’ was given by Mr. D. C. 
Burn, M.A., M.Inst.C.E., on September 28, 
before the Anglo-Indian Association, at a 
meeting held in the Library of the Royal 
Society of Arts, Adelphi, W.C., when the 
chair was occupied by Mr. F. L. Gordon, 
M.Inst.C.E. The lecturer, who spoke on be- 
half of the Cement and Concrete Association, 
said he imagined that as the degree of self- 
government in India increased, the openings 
in Government employment for Anglo-Indians 
were not likely to become wider ; but equipped 
with the necessary knowledge and experience 
they should be able to take advantage of the 
potential employment represented by the 
great quantities of concrete now being placed 
every year in India. 

Cement and concrete had so many applics- 
tions in modern civil engineering and archi- 
tecture that world-consumption figures for 
bags of cement approached the astronomical. 
The annual production of cement in India had 
risen steadily over the last decade, and dur- 
ing the last three years the increase had 
averaged about fifteen per cent. per annum. 
In the past year nearly a million tons of Port- 
land cement were produced in India—about 
one-fiftieth of the world production. Great as 
had been the uses to which concrete had 
already been put in India, the size of the 
country and the huge population indicated 
an even greater consumption of cement in the 
years to come. 

India could point with pride to a great 
many engineering achievements, such as vast 
irrigation works, bridges, roads, buildings, 
and so on in which concrete had played a 
leading role. Concrete roads were making 
headway, and he was informed that the new 
Quetta would be built largely of concrete, for 
reinforced concrete construction was un- 
rivalled for withstanding earthquake shocks. 
The immense possibilities of concrete in the 
development of the country were being 
realised. 

It should be remembered that the white 
engineer had been teaching his trade to the 
oriental peoples, and some of his pupils were 
already taking his place. It might be pre- 
dicted with confidence that the future would

of labour easily capable of expansion which 
would make it difficult for private enterprise 
in the building industry to continue. The 
marshalling of labour in the manner proposed 
is something entirely alien to British charac- 
ter.”’ 

Diseussing the difficulties confronting the 
building industry, the letter refers to the 
activities of the Joint Council in endeavour- 
ing to alleviate the position. The employers, 
it is stated, have proposed an extended work- 
ing week and a relaxation of the quota num- 
bers of apprentices to permit of an increase 
of entrants into the industry. They have 
made representations to the Secretary of 
State for Scotland and the Department of 
Health giving them their considered views as 
to.the maximum number of houses which the 
industry is capable of providing in Scotland, 
and urging upon them the desirability of the 
public authorities collaborating with the in- 
dustry in adjusting pheir programmes to pro- 
vide a steady and continuous supply of work 
over a defined period, and so prevent the 
unregulated issue of schedules without any 
regard to the capacity of the industry to cope 
with the work demanded. 

The letter recalls that representatives of 
the Federation offered their collaboration to 
expedite the Corporation’s housing pro- 
gramme and had several meetings with the 
Housing Committtee more than a year ago, 
but, although certain arrangements were 
made for the housing staff to submit plans 
and specifications for the consideration of the 
contractors, nothing further had emerged. 


“‘ Bartering for Labour.”’ 

“‘TIt may be observed,’’ the letter adds, 
‘*that Mr. M‘Kinlay’s proposals do not con- 
tain any suggestion by which the shortage of 
labour is to be relieved. His pro do 
not add one more worker to the personnel 
employed in the industry. 

‘* They merely offer inducements to attract 
building trade labour to Corporation work 
and so deprive employers engaged on Govern- 
ment, industrial, and private work, which is 
also required to serve the community. The 
tendency of local authorities to offer induce- 
ments to attract labour to housing schemes 
can only encourage the bartering for labour, 
with resulting chaos in the industry. Em- 
ployers engaged on other than Corporation 
work will be obliged, in order to retain 
labour for their requirements, to offer similar 
or better inducements. 

“Taking the whole circumstances into con- 
— = is reg ag ~—— of the 
employers t i r. M‘Kinlay’s proposals 
pe ae to secure 4,000 houses per annum, 
the additional cost to the Corporation of their 
inducement to attract labour will exceed 
£50,000 per annum, and the cost of other 
building work will be correspondingly in- 
creased to the community.”
